Speaker Biographies 


Elaine Alexie was raised in the small Gwich'in community of Fort McPherson, NWT and is a 
member of the Tetl'tt Gwich'in First Nation. A second year Environmental Sciences student, 
Elaine has been actively involved in promoting protection awareness of the threatened Arctic 
National Wildlife Refuge for over three years. She spent a great deal of time out on the land with 
her family when she was growing up, learning that the earth will be there for generations if we 
take care of it. 


Elaine passionately loves the environment and of her cultural ancestry. She believes that 
maintaining and conserving local wilderness areas are very crucial for a healthy ecosystem to 
survive. Elaine has participated in Gwich'in Youth expeditions and traveled across the continent 
to speak about the Arctic Refuge. She has also attended several international conferences where 
she met and worked with other youth leaders and organizations. 


Ben Gadd has lived in or near the Rockies all his life. Educated as a geologist, he has pursued a 
career in natural history and become a recognized authority on the Rocky Mountains. In addition 
to writing and teaching about this great mountain region, he designs nature trails, produces 
interpretive signage and advises protected-area managers. 


Heard frequently on CBC radio, Ben has also appeared in many television items, including 
several documentaries on the Rockies. In the summer he works as a freelance interpretive guide 
and lecturer in Jasper National Park, a job he describes as “rent-a-naturalist.” Ben also directs the 
non-profit Jasper Institute, which offers natural-history courses to park visitors, and he serves on 
the board of the Friends of Jasper National Park. He is a past director of the Alberta Wilderness 
Association and is well-known as an advocate for Alberta’s mountain wildlands. 


Ben is the author of Handbook of the Canadian Rockies and five other books. His first novel, 
Raven’s End, came out last spring. A national best-seller, it has already been translated into four 
other languages. 


When not otherwise occupied, Ben hikes, climbs and cross-country skis in the mountains he loves 
best. 


David Luff is Vice President, Stewardship and Public Affairs for the Canadian Association of 
Petroleum Producers (CAPP). CAPP represents 160 companies whose activities focus on 
exploration, development and production of natural gas, natural gas liquids, crude oil, synthetic 
crude oil, bitumen and elemental sulphur throughout Canada. CAPP member companies produce 
approximately 95 per cent of Canada's natural gas and crude oil. CAPP has 120 associate member 
companies who provide the broad range of services that complete the infrastructure of this 
country's upstream crude oil and natural gas industry. 


Prior to joining CAPP, David held several positions with the Alberta Department of Energy, 
including Assistant Deputy Minister for the Corporate Services Division and Executive Director 
of the Mineral Resources Division. He holds both BA and M.Sc. degrees from the University of 
Alberta. 


Richard Margolius is a co-director of Foundations of Success (FOS), a non-profit organization 
that works with conservation practitioners to define clear and practical measures of success, 
determine sound guiding principles for using conservation strategies, and develop the knowledge 
and skills of individuals and organizations to learn how to make conservation more effective. 
Prior to working with FOS, Richard was the director of two programs at the Biodiversity Support 
Program (BSP): the Analysis and Adaptive Management Program, and the Latin America and 
Caribbean Program. 


Before coming to BSP, Richard worked primarily for local non-governmental organizations in 
Latin America and Africa. In Latin America, he served as the assistant director of a biosphere 
reserve, founded and directed two local health, conservation, and development organizations, and 
directed a multi-year disaster relief and rehabilitation project. In Africa, Richard developed a 
community-based food security information management system and studied the relationship 
between human health and conservation in and around national parks from Sudan to South 
Africa. Richard holds a Ph.D in epidemiology from Tulane University. He also completed a 
Masters of Public Health degree in International Health, Planning, and Evaluation at Tulane. 


Sid Marty writes mainly on natural history and western life and culture for national magazines. 
He has published four books of non-fiction and three of poetry, some of which are based upon his 
formative experiences as a park warden in the Rocky Mountain national parks. His book, Leaning 
on the Wind, Under the Spell of the Great Chinook was a finalist for the 1996 Governor General's 
Award for Literature and won the Mountain Environment and Culture Award at the 1996 Banff 
Mountain Book Festival. His latest poetry collection is, Sky Humour, published in 1999. His 
newest nonfiction work is Switchbacks, which picks up the thread of story where it left off in his 
well known title, Men for the Mountains, a work that was twice cited by the National Parks and 
Wilderness Association as one of the 50 books most influential in the Canadian conservation 
movement. Switchbacks won the Jon Whyte prize for mountain literature at the 1999 Banff 
Mountain Book Festival. 


Sid has long been a singer/guitarist performing his original songs about western Canada at 
various venues in Canada and the U.K. In live performances (such as the upcoming Emerald Lake 
engagement) he presents a "Mountain Cabaret" of songs, stories and poems, which was billed by 
one American sponsor as "Lonely Moose Night" and by another as "Leaning on the Wind and 
Falling Off the Mountain.” Needless to say, mountain humour is a strong part of the proceedings. 


Doug Miller is President and founder of Environics International Ltd., a global issues research 
and consulting firm headquartered in Toronto, Canada. The company’s core expertise includes 
globalization, corporate social responsibility, the environment, sustainable development, food 
issues and biotechnology. Doug is a leading pollster and commentator, regularly briefing 
corporate leaders and government officials in North America, Europe and Asia on global public 
opinion and expert views. 


Doug has recently presented the findings and strategic implications of Environics’ global research 
at “Davos in New York,” United Nations Headquarters, the White House and US State 
Department, the World Trade Organization, the World Bank, the World Business Council for 
Sustainable Development, the Conference Board and scores of corporate boardrooms across 
Europe and North America. He has been involved in issues management and social marketing for 
over 25 years. 


After running his own issues management consultancy for a decade, Doug established a practice 
of Canadian public opinion research in 1987. Since then he has led the evolution of the firm to 
encompass the study of emerging global issues and advising clients of the implications for both 
corporate strategy and public policy development. In 1997, he repositioned Environics 


International to conduct multi-client and custom issues research in over forty countries for global 
companies, multilateral institutions and governments on three continents. 


Nick Salafsky is a co-director of Foundations of Success (FOS), a non-profit organization that 
works with conservation practitioners to define clear and practical measures of success, determine 
sound guiding principles for using conservation strategies, and develop the knowledge and skills 
of individuals and organizations to learn how to make conservation more effective. Before 
working with FOS, Nick was a Program Officer with the MacArthur Foundation’s Program on 
Global Security and Sustainability, where he focused on biodiversity conservation in Asia and the 
Pacific. 


Nick also worked for five years as Senior Program Officer/Scientist for the Biodiversity Support 
Program (BSP) in Washington D.C., where he tested enterprise-based approaches to biodiversity 
conservation across the Asia/Pacific Region. He also spent several years conducting 
interdisciplinary research in West Kalimantan, Indonesia, studying the forest gardens, a locally 
developed agroforestry system. Nick received a B.A. in Biological Anthropology/Behavioral 
Ecology from Harvard University and a M.A. in Resource Economics and Ph.D. in 
Environmental Studies from Duke University. 


David Schindler is the Killam Memorial Professor of Ecology at the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton. From 1968 to 1989, he founded and directed the Experimental Lakes Project of the 
Canadian Department of Fisheries and Oceans near Kenora, Ontario, conducting interdisciplinary 
research on the effects of eutrophication, acid rain, radioactive elements and climate change on 
boreal ecosystems. His work on eutrophication and acid rain has been widely used in formulating 
ecological management policy in Canada, the USA and in Europe. More recently, he has studied 
the effects of climate warming, alien fish stocks, airborne contaminants and other human impacts 
in lakes of the Rocky Mountains. 


David received his doctorate from Oxford University, England, where he studied as a Rhodes 
Scholar. During his career, he has headed the International Joint Commission’s Expert Committee 
on Ecology and Geochemistry, and the US Academy of Sciences’ Committee on the Atmosphere 
and the Biosphere. He has served as President of the American Society of Limnology and 
Oceanography, and as a Canadian National Representative to the International Limnological 
Society. He is the author of over 250 scientific publications. 


David has received a number of research awards, including the 1984 Outstanding Achievement 
Award of the American Institute of Fisheries Biologists, the 1984 Frank Rigler Award of the 
Canadian Limnological Society, the 1985 G.E. Hutchinson Medal of the American Society of 
Limnology and Oceanography, and the 1988 Naumann-Thienemann Medal of the International 
Limnological Society, the 1991 Stockholm Water Prize, the Manning Award of Distinction for 
innovation in science (1993), the first Romanowski Medal of the Royal Society of Canada (1994), 
the Volvo Environment Prize (1998), the NSERC Award of Excellence in Research (2000), 
Environment Canada’s Vollenweider Lectureship (2001), and the Canadian Nature Federation’s 
Douglas Pimlott Award for Conservation (2001). Most recently (November 2001) he was 
awarded Canada’s highest scientific honor, the NSERC Gerhard Herzberg Gold Medal for 
Science and Engineering. He is a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada, a Fellow of the Royal 
Society of London (UK), and a foreign member of the US National Academy of Sciences. 


David Suzuki, Chair of the David Suzuki Foundation, is an award-winning scientist, 
environmentalist and broadcaster. He is renowned for his radio and television programs that 
explain the complexities of the natural sciences in a compelling, easily understood way. 


David is a geneticist. He graduated from Amherst College (Massachusetts) in 1958 with an 
Honours B.A. in Biology, followed by a Ph.D. in Zoology from the University of Chicago. He 
held a research associateship in the Biology Division of Tennessee’s Oak Ridge National Lab 
(1961 — 62), was an Assistant Professor in Genetics at the University of Alberta (1962 — 63), and 


since then has been a faculty member of the University of British Columbia. He is now Professor 
Emeritus of The University of British Columbia, Sustainable Development Research Institute. 


In 1972, David was awarded the E.W.R. Steacie Memorial Fellowship for the outstanding 
research scientist in Canada under the age of 35. He has won numerous academic awards and 
holds 16 honourary degrees in Canada, the U.S. and Australia. A member of the Royal Society of 
Canada and the Order of Canada, he has written 36 books, including 17 for children. His 1976 
textbook, An Introduction to Genetic Analysis (with A.J.F. Griffiths), remains the most widely 
used genetics text book in the U.S. and has been translated into Italian, Spanish, Greek, 
Indonesian, Arabic, French and German. 


David has received consistently high acclaim for his thirty years of award-winning work in 
broadcasting. In 1974, he developed and hosted the long running popular science program Quirks 
and Quarks on CBC Radio. He has since presented two influential documentary CBC radio series 
on the environment, /t’s a Matter of Survival and From Naked Ape to Superspecies. His television 
career began on CBC in 1971 when he wrote and hosted Suzuki on Science. He then created and 
hosted a number of television specials, and in 1979 became the host of the award-winning The 
Nature of Things with David Suzuki. He has won four Gemini Awards as best host of a Canadian 
television series for The Nature of Things, which he has been with for 20 of the 40 seasons they 
have been on air. His eight part television series, A Planet for the Taking, won an award from the 
United Nations. His eight part PBS series, The Secret of Life, was praised internationally, as was 
his five part series The Brain for the Discovery Channel. 


David is also recognized as a world leader in sustainable ecology. He is the recipient of 
UNESCO’s Kalinga Prize for Science, the United Nations Environment Program Medal and the 
Global 500. He is a fellow of the American Association of the Advancement of Science. 


John Terborgh is a James B. Duke Professor of Environmental Science at the Nicholas School 
of the Environment, Co-Director of the Center for Tropical Conservation at Duke University, and 
the founder of ParksWatch. He is a member of the National Academy of Science, and for the past 
thirty-five years, he has been actively involved in tropical ecology and conservation issues. An 
authority on avian and mammalian ecology in neotropical forests, he has published numerous 
articles and books on conservation themes, including "Making Parks Work," his most recent 
book. 


Since 1973, John has operated a field station in Peru's Manu National Park where he has overseen 
the research of more than 100 investigators. John earlier served on the faculties of the University 
of Maryland and Princeton University. In June 1992, he was awarded a John D. and Catherine T. 
MacArthur Fellowship in recognition of his distinguished work in tropical ecology, and in April 
1996 he was awarded the National Academy of Science Daniel Giraud Elliot medal for his 
research, and for his book Diversity and the Tropical Rainforest. He serves on several boards and 
advisory committees related to conservation, including the Wildlands Project, Cultural Survival, 
The Nature Conservancy, The World Wildlife Fund and both the Primate and Ecology Specialist 
Groups of the International Union for the Conservation of Nature.
